Fungicides 


To control black rot and other fungus infections 
— good for sealing all cuts on your plants — 
use when dividing to prevent infections and as 
a preventative measure on a regular weekly or 
monthly spray schedule. Each fungicide controls 
only certain fungi, so use of several fungicides 
alternately is recommended.

TREE FERN TOTEM POLES 

Tree fern stalks are a coarse heavy black fiber 
much like Osmunda but much harder and longer 
lasting —can be sawn like wood. Orchids love 
tree fern and grow on it beautifully. Especially 
good for supporting stakes for vining types, 
such as Vanilla, Aerides and Vandas. Also very 
good for mounting the wandering and climbing 
types, such as L. anceps, some of the Oncidiums, 
Maxillarias, Bulbophyllums and Coelogynes. 
Tree fern makes an attractive block for mounting 
and can be cut to any size. We have it in the
